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Preserving a piece of Didsbury’s history

The .IV Berscht building may become Didsbury’s 
first-ever municipally designated historical 
resource. 

Town officials and the 20 Street building owner, 
Gordon Fulton, are in the process of applying to 
have it designated a Municipal Historic Resource 
(MHR). 

Fulton explains that though there is some poten¬ 
tial monetary benefit such as matching grants 
from the provincial government, the main reason 
he is doing it is to preserve the historical integrity 
of the building, which currently houses Victoria’s 
Gifts and Flowers and Ashbury Design Inc., and 
to protect the restoration work he has completed 
since purchasing it. 

“When you look at some of the historic buildings 
in other towns, we are very, very fortunate," said 
Fulton. 

“We’ve got a beautiful town, we’ve got a beautiful 
collection of really different architecture. We’ve 
got a nice downtown and I think it needs to be 
built on.” 

With the MHR designation, which is registered 
with Alberta Culture, if the building ever transfers 
ownership, Fulton hopes the new owner will want 
to keep that designation in place and build on it. 

“Not that (Alberta Culture) can basically say 
yes or no (to renovations), but it will definitely 
give incentive to the new owners or anyone in the 
future to kind of preserve w hat’s already been put 
into place,” he noted. 

Town officials approached him and asked if he 
would want to go through the designation process 
so they can use it as an example in future designa¬ 
tions throughout the town, he said. 

Fulton told them he didn’t have the time to do it, 
at which point Karen Henry, manager of planning 
and infrastructure for the town, offered to do the 
groundwork for him. 

“So I’ve been sort of in communication with 
them but she’s the one who’s really been going 
through it all; she’s been fantastic. 

“They don’t want to recommend something to 
other people if it’s not going to be worth it for 
people to do, so she’s going through the process 
and helping me fill out the forms.” 

This is especially helpful because he has had 
no prior experience with this kind of process 
and Henry noted that the 
JV Berscht building is some¬ 
thing of a guinea pig for offi¬ 
cials, as the town has not 
completed this kind of des¬ 
ignation for any other build¬ 
ings. 

Because the town has a 
long list of potential historic 
resources, officials needed 
to start somewhere in order 
to explore the application 
process so they will know how to handle it when 
other property owners want to follow suit, she 
said. 

Officials are also in the process of developing a 
Heritage Management Plan, she added, and going 
through the process of designating the JV Berscht

first half of the 20th century, and he noted how 
impressive it is that a business person could 
weather two fires, especially when Didsbury was 
in its formative years. 

He found when he did the initial renovations on 
the building after purchasing it, shoppers would 
come in and reminisce about when they worked 
there decades ago, and they would tell stories 
about Berscht and his son. 

“No one in 50 years is going to go into a 
Walmart and say, ‘Wow, I worked here 50 years 
ago,’ where I had people coming in to me and 
tell me stories about what it was like when they 
worked here, where stuff was, and what the 
building was like." 

He even had the family of JV Berscht come in 
one time and say they couldn’t believe that Fulton 
had matched the original tin ceiling. 

“And I was sort of guessing from the research 
I’d done what it was going to look like, but that 
makes me feel very proud that we’ve preserved a 
little piece of it. 

“It’s one of those things that may not mean a hill 
of beans to anybody else, but to me, preserving a 
bit of our history tells us where we came from." 


building will give officials a template to use in 
developing that plan. 

Fulton explained that he feels fortunate to own 
a piece of Didsbury’s history, because Berscht 
is considered one of the founding fathers of 
Didsbury.

A television commercial advertising Didsbury will 
be produced in town this summer, and soon after 
will be broadcast by major networks across Canada 
and the U S. 

Town council representatives recently got in con¬ 
tact with Tony Ferraro - the director of Communities 
of Distinction TV - last month and discussed mar¬ 
keting Didsbury through the program, which will 
produce a five-minute commercial about the town. 

Council voted in favour of supporting the project 
at the regular council meeting on April 28 and the 
commercial will cost the town $25,500. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said council thought this was 
a good opportunity to market Didsbury to a variety 
of demographics ami gain promotional material for 
future use, as the segment being produced will be 
owned by the town. 

The program offers a broad audience to promote 
the community, and Ls something council wants to 
do, considering the strategic location of, and recent 
economic development in town, he said. 

“Whether it be from an economic development 
perspective, or whether it be from a tourism perspec¬ 
tive, whatever we want to use it for,” said Wittal. 

“What they will do is they will broadcast it across 
national networks in the U.S. and in Canada as part 
of the package that they offer.”

The commercial will promote many of the sidling 
points of Didsbury, such as recreation, health ser¬ 
vices, educational institutions and economic devel¬ 
opment, he noted. 

“As well as the new businesses we’re seeing com¬ 
ing into the community, the industrial lands that we 
have available for other new businesses who want to 
move into the region, stuff like this,” he said.

Police report on May long

The May long weekend has a repu¬ 
tation with Didsbury police as being 
one of the busiest long weekends of 
the year, with campers heading out to 
Burnt Timber and other places in the 
area to enjoy the extra day off. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said that this 
May long was much easier than in ihe 
past, with much less alcohol-related 
incidents and fewer rowdy campers 
than usual. 

“We ran our field of operations in the 
Burnt Timber area, as well as main¬ 
taining the usual service level within 
the Didsbury detachment’s usual area 
of operations," said Jacobson. 

“The Burnt Timber area I can say 
had a significant decrease in problems 
compared to historical issues that 
we’ve had there. Most of the groups 
that caused us the biggest problems 
in previous years chose to go else¬ 
where.” 

He credits the change to years 
of checkstops and zero-tolerance 
enforcement in the area and noted 
there were more families and rec¬ 
reational off-road vehicle users this 
year. 

With a checkstop conducted on 
Friday near Burnt Timber, police 
checked 76 vehicles and also held a 
number of other checkstops through¬ 
out the weekend, he said. 

“Ultimately, we had at least 12 tick¬ 
ets or warnings issued for a variety of 


things, ineluding unregistered vehi¬ 
cles, drivers without licences, speed¬ 
ing, stop sign violations, and there 
was one related to an individual who 
was caught chopping down a tree in 
that area." 

Police handed out two roadside sus¬ 
pensions and also gave numerous ver¬ 
bal warnings about liquor violations 
and off-highway vehicle use in areas 
where it was not permitted, he noted. 

“We had enough work to keep us 
busy over the weekend. " 

Usually at the end of the weekend, 
police often have issues with camp¬ 
ers leaving behind litter at their sites, 
hut this year the problem was greatly 
reduced, he said. 

“We are very pleased (hat people 
were eiyoying the May long weekend 
responsibly,” he stated. 

As for Didsbury itself, Cpl. Clint 
Gulash said that though there were 
more service calls than usual, because 
there were more officers on duty, it 
ended up being a slower weekend 
than usual for police. 

“It was quiet. How we did it was we 
had a group that worked in town as 
well as out in the Burnt Timber site, 
hut for the long weekend people had 
left town for other things.”

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Author releases her first solo fiction novel

Many people - religious or not - struggle with lov¬ 
ing others as themselves. A local author published 
her second novel in March, which explores one 
woman’s struggle to do just that. 

Christian author Rebecca ‘Becky’ Sundberg says 
her goal as a writer is not only to touch the heart, but 
to also offer a challenge through her writing. 

“1 love conjuring up a story and working to bring 
all of the pieces together, but in the end I want it to 
mean something," says Sundberg. 

“My objective in writing A Call to Love is to leave 
the reader asking the question ‘What impact could I 
have if I truly loved my neighbour as myself?’" 

Despite being one of the commands of Jesus 
Christ, she notes people often offer excuses, such as 
being too busy, too shy or thinking the cost is simply 
too great. 

These are some of the obstacles that the protago¬ 
nist in her novel has to deal with, she adds. 

“Having lost her husband to tragedy, Maddy comes 
face to face with life’s struggles as she is left to raise 
her daughter on her own. Certainly, there are times 
Maddy is tempted to withdraw as she cries to God, 
uncertain she has anything to give - but God dot's 
not leave her there,” she explains. 

“He challenges Maddy to reach out despite her 
uncertainties, and although we see her struggles 
along the way, Maddy’s desire is to serve God, and 
she embraces His challenge. Throughout the story, 
we experience her journey and witness the impact 
it brings." 

Though this is her second novel, it is her first 
solo endeavour and has been self-published through 


Westbow Press, a division of Thomas Nelson, she 
says. 

She had been working on the book for a few years 
and says she enjoys the process of writing, putting it 
down, going back and making additions, and eventu¬ 
ally coming out with a book. 

“It’s a process of writing and setting it aside, and 
then you get it back out and rewrite and then you 
write some more,” she says, “and just also the pro¬ 
cess of finding out how to get it published, because 
that’s not easy.” 

It is actually very difficult to get into traditional 
Christian publishers, she says, noting that attending 
writers’ conferences and workshops helped her quite 
a bit. 

“Through the writers’ conferences, they worked 
with me, and the goal is to still give you a chance, 
because they realize most publishers won’t look at 
beginning authors anymore,” she says. 

She has spent many years working to learn how 
the publishing industry works, improving her skills, 
and writing to get to a point where she could get 
published, and has finally reached her goal. 

The investment for her was about $1,200 for pub¬ 
lishing, which includes some services that other 
publishers provide, she says, adding that she is cur¬ 
rently working on finding a publicist to help her sell 
the book. 

“1 did have to pay as I said, but (this publisher) 
does distribute and offer more help than a standard 
self-publishing company," she notes. 

“They still keep track of sales and pay royalties. I 
guess they just remove some of their risk by limit¬ 
ing their cost and investment, and it does provide a 
means of breaking into the market.” 

Besides marketing her novel, Sundberg is also 


currently working on her first non-fiction book, / 
Dedicate This Child. 

“And it’s dealing with the fact that we dedicate our 
children to God and we have no idea how he’s going 
to list' them and what he’s going to do,” she explains. 

“So it’s just working through my own personal 
journey of dedicating my children.”
